Explaining to him the theory of the

Referring to 


the condition of American farmers, Teller 
said the farmers of America had made 
themselves heard last November, to bis re- 
gret, and to the regret of Senators on hii- 
side of the chamber. 
They had been 


found voting, almost unanimously, witb 
tbe Democratic party.

not ohangad their politic!, but they had 
been dissatisfied with Republican manage- 
ment of financial affairs, and for one be 
did not wonder at it.

THE SENATE FINANCIAL Bill. 


The Measure Which Stewart Called up 


Yesterday. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 20, 1890, 


E or ron BENO JOUENAL;—Will Congress 


paas any financial m«asure at this session? 
A week ago nine oat of ten of tbe best in- 
formed men about the capital building 
would have uohesitatating answered this 
question in the affirmative. 
To-day the 


same men will tell you that it is extremely 
doubtfa), with the chances against snob 
legislation. Yoxi naturally ask what has 
caused the change of opinion? The prin- 
cipal cause has been (he feur that any 
financial bill, if introduced before the Sen 
ate, would be amended so as to provide for 
a free coinage measure. 


A caucus of some of the New England 


States Senators endorsed tbe following 


FIKANCIAL BILL, 


Which was introduced by Senator Sherman 
to provide against the contraction of the 
currency: 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 


and House of Bepreseotativee of the 
United States of America in Congress as- 
sembled, that tbe Secretary of tho Treas- 
ury is hereby directed to purchase from 
time to time, daring the calendar year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-one, silver 
bullion to the aggregate of twelve million 
ounces at the market price thereof, not 
exceeding one dollar for three hundred and 
seventy-one and twenty-five hundredtbs 
grains of pure silver, in addition to the 
amount required to be purchased by tbe 
act approved July fourteenth, eighteen 
hundred and ninety, entitled "An aot di- 
recting the onrchase of silver bullion, and 
the issue of Treasury notes thereon, and 
for other purposes," of which sum of 
twelve million ounces there aha.'I be pur- 
chased, at the discretion ol the Secretary 
of the Treasury, not exceeding three mill- 
i n ounces in any one month; and the 
Suretary of the Treasury shall issue in 
payment for such purchases ol silver bull- 
ion Treasury notes ot the United Slates of 
tbe same form and description and having 
the same legal qualities as the- notes pro- 
vided for by the said act, And such 
Treasury notes shall be a legal tender and 
be received, redeemed, and reissued in tbe 
same manner arid to the same extent as 
other Treasury notes. 


SEC. 2. That the compulsory require- 


ment of deposits of United States bonds 
with the Treasurer of the United States by 
national banks having a capital of not more 
than fifty thousand dollars is hereby lim- 
ited in amount to one thousand dollars ot 
bonds for each and every national bank: 
Provided, that the voluntary withdrawal of 
bonds for the retirement of such national 
bank notes shall not excosd the sum of 
three million dollars in any one month: 
And provided farther, that this act shall 
not apply to the deposits ol bonds which 
may be required by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to secure deposits of public 
moneys in the national banks, 


SEC. 3. That upon any deposits already 


or hereafter made ot any United States 
bonds bearing interest, ia the manner re- 


uired by law, any national banking assooi- 
tion making the same shall be entitled to 
eceive from the Comptroller of the Cur- 
ency circulating notes of different denom- 
ations, in blank, registered and counter- 
igned as approved by law, not exceeding 


the whole amount the par value of the
